A comparison of the 150 price averages* for Septem- 
ber with those relating to August shows 46 increases 
and 59 decreases, the 53 articles of food accounting for 
24 of the former and 27 of the latter. Of the 24 
increases for food, 9 were of less than 5 per cent., 7 were 
of between 5 and 10 per cent., 6 were of between 10 and 
20 per cent., and 2 were of more than 20 per cent. Of 
the 27 decreases, 20 were of less than 5 per cent., 
6 were of between 5 and 15 per cent., and 1 was of more 
than 15 per cent. 


The averages for industrial materials show 22 in- 
creases and 32 decreases. Of the former, 13 were of 
less than 5 per cent., 7 were of between 5 and 10 per 
cent. and 2 were of between 11 and 14 per cent. Of the 
decreases, 24 were of less than 5 per cent. and 8 were 
of between 5 and 9 per cent. 


The table on page 496 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included 
in the index. 


' Of the quotations for cereals which are included in 
the table, the principal variation in the averages for 
September, as compared with August, was a decrease of 
nearly 9 per cent. for English wheat. In the ‘‘ meat ”’ 
group, Argentine chilled beef and Australian frozen beef 
were both dearer by about 7 per cent. Danish bacon 
was dearer by over 6 per cent. and New Zealand lamb 
by about 5 per cent. English mutton, Scotch beef and 
Irish bacon were all slightly cheaper. Among ‘‘ other 
foods,’’ New Zealand butter and Danish butter were 
dearer by 14 per cent. and nearly 9 per cent. respec- 
tively, and tea prices showed a rise of over 14 per cent. 


Of the industrial materials included in the table, the 
only changes in price in the iron and steel group were 
a slight increase for galvanised corrugated sheets, and 
a small decrease for tinplates. Household coal (Not- 
tingham best brights) showed a seasonal increase of 2s. 
per ton (11 per cent.), while among non-ferrous metals, 
copper, lead and zinc were all slightly cheaper, and 
tin was slightly dearer. In the textile groups, raw 
cotton, cotton yarns, cotton cloths, raw hemp, and raw 
jute were all cheaper, the average reductions in price 
ranging from 1-7 per cent. to 6:5 per cent. Wool tops 
in oil and worsted weaving yarns were dearer by about 
9 per cent. Of the miscellaneous industrial materials, 
ox and heifer hides were cheaper by over 9 per cent. 
and rubber was cheaper by about 3 per cent. 


Items not included in the table.—With regard to 
the commodities the prices for which are included in 
the compilation of the index, but are not shown in the 
accompanying table, the principal changes in the food 
groups were increases of over 17 per cent. for British 
pork, of 12 per cent. for Plate oats and large seasonal 
increases for Irish and Danish eggs. ‘The average of 


the quotations for the four descriptions of fish included | 


was lower by over 13 per cent. Of the industrial mate- 
rials, steel billets, scrap steel, household coal, raw 
wool, wool yarns, and mechanical wood pulp were all 
dearer, while cotton yarn, cotton cloths, ox and heifer 
hides and cowhides were all slightly cheaper.

DEPUTATION ON SILK AND RAYON DUTIES 


Colonel Colville, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Department of Overseas Trade, received on Thursday 
last, on behalf of the President of the Board of Trade, 
a deputation from the Silk Association of Great Britain 
and Ireland. 


The Deputation submitted representations as to the

rayon duties must be deferred for a time while the dis- 


cussions were proceeding between the representatives 
of the cotton and artificial silk industries of this country 
and Japan regarding their trade problems. The pros- 
pect of a satisfactory outcome from such discussions 
might, in the opinion of the Government, be seriously 
prejudiced by any changes at the present time in our 
duties on silk and artificial silk.

ARGENTINE EXCHANGE 


Under the Convention signed on May 1 the Argen- 
tine Government undertook to set aside sterling 
equivalent to 12 million paper pesos to provide exchange 
for a proportion of the peso balances awaiting remit- 
tance to the United Kingdom on May 1. 

This sum is being allocated on the recommendations 
of a Committee in Buenos Aires under the chairman- 
ship of Sir Hilary Leng, and a report has now been 
received of the extent to which applications for pay- 
ment out of this sum will be met. 

An allocation of £1,000 in sterling exchange has been 
recommended for each beneficiary, the total of original 
applications on whose behalf does not exceed £50,000. 
It is further being recommended that the balance of 
the sum of 12 million pesos should be allocated so 
as to provide sterling exchange for 25 per cent. of the 
balance remaining, after payment of the £1,000 re- 
ferred to above, in all cases where the total application 
does not exceed £5,000. 

A considerable amount of this exchange has already 
been remitted, but there will necessarily be some delay 
in the grant by the Argentine Exchange Control of the 
full amount of the sterling exchange required. There 
is, however, no doubt that remittances on the scale 
recommended above will eventually be authorised.

The gross amount is 
subject to deductions in respect of rebates, refunds, 
statutory deductions, including the costs of collection and 
administration and the proportion due to the Exchequer, 
under the Finance Act, 1926, from the net receipts of the 
taxation of motor cycles and vehicles taxed on horse-power.

31, 1933, and of the approximate numbers of licences 
current on that date. The total number of motor vehicles, 
excluding tramcars and trade licences, was approximately 
2,241,000 as compared with 2,182,000 in the corresponding 
period of the previous year.

HULL CIVIC WEEK 
OctToBER 11-18 


Hull, which was one of the first cities to adopt a method 
of stimulating trade and industry by a means which is now 
familiarly known as a Civic Week, is again conducting a 
series of events which calls for the co-operation of almost 
every organised body in the city, from the most recently 
established industries to the firms with an unbroken history 
dating back to George IV. 

The most important event is the Exhibition of Hull 
Industries. The Hull civic authorities’ reputation as suc- 
cessful exhibition promoters goes back to the days of the 
British Empire Exhibition at Wembley, when Hull was one 
of the very few cities which took advantage of the splendid 
opportunities there to advertise the advantages of the city 
and port. In recent years, the Empire Marketing Board 
has contributed remarkable exhibits to the Civic and 
Empire Exhibitions held in Hull, but this year the Hull 
Development Committee have made themselves responsible 
for an exhibition limited to the demonstrations of Hull 
Industries. 


DISTINGUISHED VISITORS 


The visit on October 14 of the Lord Mayor of London, 
the Sheriffs of London, supported by thirty of the Lord 
Mayors and Mayors of Northern cities and towns will be a re- 
markable tribute to the energy and zeal with which Hull has 
tackled many official problems, including slum clearance. 
Other distinguished visitors who have already been or are to 
come include his Excellency the Belgian Ambassador and 
his commercial advisers, the Commercial Counsellor to the 
Netherlands Embassy, and the Norwegian, Finnish and 
Estonian Ministers. Hull has always offered a great 
welcome to such visitors, and there is no doubt that in 
arranging these visits Hull is making an important con-

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in August, 1933, was 
Rs. 8,92 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with one of 
Rs. 6,37 lakhs in July, 1933, and of Rs. 3,52 lakhs in August, 
1932. During the five months ended August, 1933, the 
visible balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was 
Rs. 36,62 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 
12,05 lakhs in the corresponding period of last year. The 
balance of remittances of funds in August, 1933, was minus 
Rs. 4,52 lakhs and in five months April-August, 1933, minus 
Rs. 23,70 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with August, 1932, imports of food, drink 
and tobacco in August, 1933, decreased by Rs. 15 lakhs to 
Rs. 91 lakhs, those of raw materials by Rs. 52,000 to Rs. 1,33 
lakhs, and those of manufactured articles by Rs. 1,08 lakhs 
to Rs. 7,46 lakhs. Under food, drink and tobacco, imports 
of sugar, 16 D.S. and above (including beet), declined from 
27,000 tons, valued at Rs. 30 lakhs, to 23,000 tons, valued 
at Rs. 24 lakhs. Imports of betelnuts advanced in quantity 
from 74,000 cwts. to 95,000 cwts., but the value declined 
from Rs. 9 lakhs to Rs. 8 lakhs. Arrivals of raw tobacco 
rose from 31,000 lbs., valued at Rs. 55,000, to 543,000 lbs., 
valued at Rs. 5 lakhs. Imports of provisions and oilman’s 
stores declined from Rs. 22 lakhs. to Rs. 20 lakhs owing 
mainly to reductions under canned and bottled provisions. 
Imports of salt declined by 36,000 tons in quantity and by 
Rs. 5 lakhs in value. 

Under raw materials, imports of kerosine oil receded from 
4-9 million gallons, valued at Rs. 22 lakhs, to 3°6 million 
gallons, valued at Rs. 13 lakhs. Imports of fuel oil also fell 
from 11°6 million gallons to 9-9 million gallons. Imports of 


- lubricating oils amounting to 2-0 million gallons showed an 


increase to 678,000 gallons in quantity. Imports of petro- 
leum, dangerous, flashing below 76° F., including petrol, 
benzine and benzol, advanced from 76,000 gallons to 737,000 
gallons in quantity and from Rs. 45,000 to Rs. 2 lakhs in 
value. Imports of coconut oil declined by 369,000 gallons in 
quantity and by Rs. 5 lakhs in value. Raw cotton (chiefly 
imported from Kenya Colony and the United States) re- 
corded an increase of 2,700 tons in quantity and of Rs. 21 
lakhs in value. Imports of raw silk fell off by 288,000 lbs. 
in quantity and by Rs. 11 lakhs in value. 

Under manufactured articles, imports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures decreased by Rs. 1,39 lakhs. Imports of twist 
and yarn fell from 4°5 million lbs. to 2-5 million Ibs. in quan- 
tity and from Rs. 36 lakhs to Rs. 20 lakhs in value. Under 
cotton piece-goods, imports of grey goods fell from 33 million 
yards valued at Rs. 50 lakhs, to 24 million yds., valued at Rs. 
30 lakhs, and those of white and coloured goods from 43 
million yds. and 53 million yds., valued at Rs. 76 lakhs and 
Rs. 1,02 lakhs, to 16 million yds. and 23 million yds., valued 
at Rs. 30 lakhs and Rs. 43 lakhs, respectively. Under iron 
and steel there was an improvement of Rs. 5 lakhs, due 
mainly to an increase under sheets and plates. Imports of 
machinery and mill work recorded an advance of Rs. 42 
lakhs, owing mainly to larger arrivals of sugar machinery. 
The number of motor cars imported was 658, and that of 
motor lorries, buses and vans 382. The value of motor cars 
imported in August, 1933, amounted to Rs. 12 lakhs and 
that of motor lorries, buses and vans to Rs. 5 lakhs. Im- 
ports of dyes obtained from coal tar rose by 710,000 Ibs. in 
quantity and by Rs. 9 lakhs in value. Other noticeable 
variations were decreases under piece-goods of cotton and 
artificial silk (— Rs. 19 lakhs), rubber manufactures 
(— Rs. 4 lakhs), and increases under woollen manufactures 
(+ Rs. 3 lakhs) and apparel (+ Rs. 2 lakhs). 


VARIATIONS IN EXPORTS 


Compared with August, 1932, exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in August, 1933, rose by Rs. 75 lakhs to Rs. 4,28 
lakhs. Shipments of rice, not in the husk, advanced in 
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quantity from 113,000 tons to 159,000 tons, and the value 
thereof from Rs. 95 lakhs to Rs. 98 lakhs. Exports of tea 
dropped from 44 million lbs. to 43 million lbs. in quantity 
but the value rose from Rs. 2,12 lakhs to Rs. 2,95 lakhs. 
Shipments of tobacco, unmanufactured, declined from 2-7 
million lbs., valued at Rs. 9} lakhs, to 1:8 million lbs., 
valued at Rs. 6 lakhs. 


Raw materials and produce exported rose by Rs. 2,88 
lakhs to Rs. 5,81 lakhs. Under this group raw cotton re- 
corded an improvemont of 15,600 tons in quantity and of 
Rs. 83 lakhs in value. Of the total shipments of 30,400 
tons, Japan took 3,000 tons, Germany 5,100 tons, Belgium 
4,900 tons, China 4,600 tons, the United Kingdom 4,500 
tons, Italy 3,200 tons, France 2,000 tons and Spain 1,000 
tons, the remainder being dispatched mainly to the Nether- 
lands and the United States. Consignments of raw jute 
also increased from 27,200 tons to 48,100 tons in quantity 
and from Rs. 45 lakhs to Rs. 73 lakhs in value. Exports 
of lac rose by 5,000 cwts. in quantity and by Rs. 1 lakh in 
value to 32,700 cwts., valued at Rs. 9 lakhs. Shipments of 
oilseeds also improved from 432,000 tons, valued at Rs. 68 
lakhs, to 145,000 tons, valued at Rs. 1,90 lakhs, groundnuts 
showing an increase from 25,000 tons (Rs. 45 lakhs) to 67,000 
tons (Rs. 87 lakhs), linseed from 5,000 tons (Rs. 6 lakhs) 
to 48,000 tons (Rs. 64 lakhs), rapeseed from 7,000 tons 
(Rs. 9 lakhs) to 11,000 tons (Rs. 13 lakhs), and castorseed 
from 4,000 tons (Rs. 5 lakhs) to 16,000 tons (Rs. 20 lakhs). 
Exports of raw hides and skins rose by 2,000 tons in 
quantity and by Rs. 27 lakhs in value. Exports of 
manganese ore declined by 2,000 tons. Shipments of raw 
wool rose from 3-3 million lbs., valued at Rs. 134 lakhs, 
to 6-1 million lbs., valued at Rs. 23 lakhs. 


Manufactured goods rose by Rs. 40 lakhs to Rs. 3,82 
lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth exported contracted 
from 102 millions to 97 millions, but the value rose from 
Rs. 1,00 lakhs to Rs. 1,13 lakhs. The number of jute bags 
shipped declined from 40 million, valued at Rs. 1,07 lakhs, 
to 37 million, valued at Rs. 1,00 lakhs. Exports of tanned 
hides and skins rose by 600 tons in quantity and by Rs. 14 
lakhs in value. There was an improvement of Rs. 4 lakhs 
in each case under pig iron and paraffin wax, while cotton 
manufactures recorded a decline of Rs. 4 lakhs (chiefly due 
to piece-goods). 


TRADE WITH FoREIGN CoUNTRIES: SHIPPING 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports rose from 
37 per cent. in August, 1932, to 43 per cent. in August, 
1933, and that in exports fell from 36 to 34 per cent. ‘lhe 
shares of Germany, Japan and the United States in the 
month under report were 7, 14 and 5 per cent. respectively 
under imports, and 7, 2 and 9 per cent. under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outward with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during the month of August, 1933, 
amounted, respectively, to 592,000 and 705,000, as against 
576,000 and 618,000 in July, 1933, and 562,000 and 565,000 
in August, 1932. During the five months ended August, 
1933, the tonnage of vessels entered and cleared with 
cargoes was, respectively, 2,924,000 and 3,150,000, as com- 
pared with 2,792,000 and 2,912,000 in the corresponding 
period of last year. 


WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the weather and crops in 
India for the weeks ended on the dates stated : — 


RAINFALL 


Calcutta, October 8.—Rainfall has been nearly general in 
Mysore and Burma on two days and in Malabar and South 
Madras on one day. 


Crop ConpDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, September 30.—Moderate rain has fallen on the 
South and West Coast and in parts of the Carnatic and 
Central Districts. The sowing of paddy is going on in the 
Southern Presidency and of dry crops in the Deccan and 
the South. The condition of standing crops is fair, except 
in the flood-affected areas of East Godavari. 


Bihar and Orissa, October 2.—Rain has fallen everywhere, 
except in Palamau. Standing crops are in good condition, 
and sugarcane is doing well. 


Punjab, October 3.—Rainfall has been general, except in 
Attock, Mianwali and Multan, the maximum being 6-80 
inches and the minimum 0-02 inch. The condition of stand-

ing crops is under average in Rohtak, Gurgaon and Gurdas- 
pur, and average to good everywhere. Crops have been 
damaged by rain and floods in Rohtak, Gurgaon and 
Ludhiana. 

United Provinces, September 30.—Light rain has fallen, 
and standing crops are doing well. 


Central Provinces, October 2.—The weather has been 
clear and warm, with occasional showers. The sowing of 
linseed and gram has commenced in the Jubbulpore and 
Hoshangabad districts. 


Bombay, October 7.—Rainfall has been fair to moderately 
heavy in the Presidency and scattered in Gujarat and the 
Deccan.

The first official forecast of the 1933-34 sugar crop in 
Formosa has just been published. Production for the coming 
season is placed at 11,453,082 piculs (676,304 tons), made up 
of centrifugals (including ‘‘ plantation white ’’) 656,080 tons 
and brown sugar 20,224 tons. This estimate of production is 
891,159 piculs (52,623 tons) more than was actually realised

acres in the area at present under sugar, but the planted 
area is still far below that of the two preceding years. 


Crop per ‘‘ Ko”’ is estimated at 104,840 kin (say, 26 tons 
per acre)—a decrease of 1,041 kin as compared with 1932-33 
figures owing to the long drought extending from March to 
May. Average percentage yield is placed at 13-31 per cent., 
as compared with 13-45 per cent. in the previous season.

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Septem- 
ber 28 (page 431), the Board of Trade are now informed that, 
in the case of the Netherlands, notice of withdrawal from 
the International Convention signed at Geneva on Novem- 
ber %, 1927, for the Abolition of Import and Export Prohibi- 
tions and Restrictions will take effect as from June 30, 1934. 


UNITED KINGDOM—ARGENTINE REPUBLIC 
SUPPLEMENTARY AGREEMENT 


A copy of the Supplementary Agreement between H.M. 
Government and the Argentine Government, which was 
signed at Buenos Aires on September 26, has been received, 
by air mail; and full particulars of the Agreement, showing 
in detail the effect therof on Argentine Customs duties on 
United Kingdom goods, will be published in next week’s 
issue of the “ B.T.J.’’ 


The Supplementary Agreement was officially promulgated 
on October 2. Direct reductions of Tariff duties provided 
for by the Agreement will come into force on November & 
(i.e. 30 days after promulgation), and tariff modifications 
and reductions resulting from changes in tariff nomen- 
clature, method of assessment for duty, etc., provided for 
by the Agreement will become operative on November 22 
(i.e. 45 days after promulgation). 


UNITED KINGDOM—ROUMANIA 


CONSULAR FEES ON CERTIFICATES OF 
ORIGIN 


The Board of Trade announce that as the result of an 
exchange of notes between H.M. Government and the 
Government of Roumania dated September 25 last, certifi- 
cates of origin relating to goods the produce or manufacture 
of either country exported to the other will be delivered 
attested and legalised upon application free of charge by the 
Consular Officers of each country resident in the other. The 
Agreement enters into force on October 10. 


PORTUGAL—BRAZIL 
COMMERCIAL TREATY 
The “‘ Diario do Governo”’ of September 14 publishes the 


’ 


text of a Commercial Treaty between Portugal and Brazil 
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which was signed on August 26 and came into force pro. 
visionally on September 15. The ‘Treaty provides for re. 
ciprocal most-favoured-nation treatment as regards the 
taxation and trade activities of nationals of one country 
when in the other country, as regards import and export 
restrictions, and as regards Customs duties, subject to the 
usual exceptions regarding concessions granted to limitrophe 
countries and Customs unions. 


Kach Contracting Party binds itself to take all necessary 
steps to prevent any kind of unfair trade competition, and 
in particular to prohibit the false marking of goods which 
are the natural produce or manufacture of the other. 


The Portuguese Government agree to take proceedings 
against any misuse jn Portuguese territory of the expres. 
sions ‘‘ Brazilian coffee ’’’; ‘‘ Tipo Santos ’’; ‘‘ Tipo Sul de 
Minas’’; ‘‘ Tipo Rio”’ in relation to coffee not grown in 
Brazil or which is not quite free from a mixture of coffee 
grown elsewhere, or of substitutes for coffee, and also agrees 
that the import duty levied on Brazilian coffee shall not 
be higher than, or different from, that payable on the said 
substitutes. 


The Brazilian Government agrees to take proceedings 
against any misuse in that country of the designations 
‘‘Port,’’ ‘‘ Madeira,’’ ‘* Moscatel de Setubal,’ ‘ Car- 
eavelos’’ and ‘‘ Estremadura,’’ even if the designation is 
coupled with the name of the actual place of origin or a 


misleading expression such as ‘‘ type’’ or ‘ quality.”’ 


Each Contracting Party agrees to give most-favoured- 
nation treatment in regard to business taxes on orders and 
sales secured by business representatives, merchants and 
commercial travellers. 


teciprocal most-favoured-nation treatment is to be 
accorded to ships as regards loading and _ unloading, 
anchorage, docking, use of public warehouses and cranes and 
other harbour facilities.

IMPORT DUTIES ACT, 1982: DRAWBACK ON 
EXPORTATION OF SLABS OF STAINLESS 
STEEL 


1. Under the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 12) Order, 
1933, made by virtue of their powers under Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932, the Treasury have approved as from 
October 9, 1933, a scheme for the allowance of drawback 
subject to the conditions set out below on the exportation of 
stainless steel sheets from 3 to 26 S.W.G. inclusive in thick- 
ness in respect of slabs of stainless steel of austenitic (18/8) 
quality used in the manufacture thereof, on which duty has 
been charged under Part 1 of the Import Duties Act, 1932. 


2. The drawback is allowed subject to Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932 (sub-section (4) of which provides that 
drawback in the case of the exported goods shall only be 
allowed in respect of such quantity of material as is shown 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners to be duty-paid), 
and to the terms of the scheme, which provides for the 
allowance of drawback in respect of the quantity by weight 
of the specified materials actually contained in the exported 
goods. 


3. The drawback shall not be allowed in respect of 
material imported before October 9, 1933. 


4. The rate of drawback specified in the scheme is £15 for 
every ton weight of slabs of stainless steel of the specified 
quality.

NEWFOUNDLAND 


IMPORTATION, PURCHASE, SALE, ETC., OF 
ALCOHOLIC LIQUOR 


The ‘* Newfoundland Gazettes ’’ of August 15, 22 and 29 
contain a copy of the Alcoholic Liquors Act, 1933, passed 
on July 7, which repeals the previous Alcoholic Liquors 
Acts, 1924-29. The present Act, which is on the lines of the 
previous Acts, provides for the establishment of a Board of 
Liquor Control whose functions include the purchase, im- 
portation, possession and sale of alcoholic liquors in 
Newfoundland. 

Part IIl of the Act relating to the importation of alco- 
holic liquors provides, inter alia, that no person other than 
the Board of Liquor Control, or a person permitted by them, 
may import alcoholic liquor into Newfoundland, except that 
the Board shall give a permit to import wine for sacra- 
mental purposes to a person nominated by the head in 
Newfoundland of any generally recognised _ religious 
denomination. 

As in the previous Acts, the provisions of the present Act 
do not apply to the sale of perfumes, lotions, etc., or of any 
officinal, medicinal or pharmaceutical preparations, patent 
or proprietary medicines intended solely for medicinal pur- 
poses, provided that such products do not contain alcohol 
in any greater quantity than the amount required as a sol- 


vent or preservative, or provided that they are unsuitable 


for use as a beverage.

KEDAH 


CUSTOMS TARIFF AMENDMENT; 
PREFERENCE GRANTED ON CERTAIN BRANDY 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Notification 
No. 1 published in the ‘‘ Kedah Government Gazette ”’ of 
May 2, which fixes a preferential duty of $10-50 per proof 
gallon on brandy other than brandy imported in bottle and 
not exceeding 81 per cent. of proof spirit. The full duty 
levied on such brandy is $14 per proof gallon. Preference 
was already accorded in respect of brandy imported in 
bottle and not exceeding 81 per cent. of proof spirit. 


FOREIGN 


BELGIUM 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—CHEESE 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge’’ of October 5 announces a 
Ministerial Decision, dated October 1 and effective from 
October 10, which provides that a licence must be obtained 
from the Minister of Agriculture for the importation into 
Belgium of fresh cheese, ordinary, soft, white (curdled milk) 
(Tariff No. 10 (a) (1) ). 


DENMARK 
IMPORT OF VACCINES AND SERA 


H.M. Minister at Copenhagen reports that, as from 
August 1, 1933, the import into and sale in Denmark of 
vaccines is prohibited, whether they contain living or dead 
bacilli or consist of bacillus extracts against the following 
animal diseases: abortion, colic or paracolic, para-typhoid 
in cattle and swine, foaling sickness and vaginal disease in 
cows; together with sera against foaling sickness and swine 
para-typhoid. The State Serum Institute and the State 
Veterinary Serum Laboratory are, however, permitted to 
import and, if necessary, to trade in the vaccines and sera 
in question. 





CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 
FRANCE 


INCREASED DUTIES ON CERTAIN BISCUITS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of October 6 contains a 
Decree, dated October 3 and effective immediately, which 
increases the ‘‘ Minimum” Tariff duty on fancy or luxury 
biscuits, without sugar (crystallisable or not) or honey, in- 
cluding toasted bread and rusks (Tariff No. 75 quinq) 
imported into France, from 87-50 frs. to 190 frs. per 100 
kilogs. A corresponding change has been made in the 
‘General’ Tariff duty. 

_ The preamble to the Decree foreshadows a similar increase 
in the duties on sugared biscuits, the rates on which are 
at present fixed by agreement with Switzerland. 


IMPORT OF CERTAIN MEN’S CLOTHING 


With reference to the notice in last week’s “ ke iii 
page 482, regarding the French import quota for clothing 
and clothing accessories of tissues other than silk, floss silk 
and rayon for men, youths and boys (ex Tariff No. 460 E), 
it should be noted that the French “ Journal Officiel ’’ of 
October 7 announces that imports of such clothing when of 
United Kingdom origin may take place only through the 
Customs houses of Paris-Batignolles and of Boulogne-sur- 
Mer. 


FRENCH INDO-CHINA 


EXPORT DUTIES ON RICE AND MAIZE 
MODIFIED 


The *‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) of September 28 contains 
a Decree dated September 25, approving a proposal of the 
Government of French Indo-China to modify the duties on 
rice, rice flour and maize exported from Indo-China. 

The export duties on rice, etc., have been reduced as 
from October 1 to the following rates : — 

Rice in the straw, paddy and cargo rice containing more than 

33 per cent. of paddy—8 per cent. ad valorem. 
Cargo rice containing up to 33 per cent. of paddy—6-4 per 
cent. ad valorem. 

White rice—4:5 per cent. ad valorem. 

Broken rice—3-75 per cent. ad valorem. 

Low-grade rice meal—3°2 per cent. ad valorem. 


The new duties apply to goods exported to any destina- 
tion and not only to goods sent to foreign (non-French) 
countries, as previously. 

The export duty on maize is maintained unchanged at 
0-06 piastre per 100 kilogs., but the duty, which now applies 
only to maize exported to foreign (non-French) countries, 
is to be extended, as from December 1, to cover maize 
exported to all destinations. 


NEW DUTIES ON CERTAIN MACHINERY 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) of September 29 contains 
a Decree, dated September 19, approving a proposal of the 
Government of French Indo-China to apply the rates and 
classification of the French Tariff to certain machinery 
(Tariff Nos. 525 bis B, 525 quater A and B, 525 quing, 525 
sex, 525 oct. A, B and C) imported into Indo-China which 
was previously dutiable under the Special Tariff of the 
colony. Particulars of the new duties may be obtained by 
persons interested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, 8.W. 1. 

[The above applies only to foreign (non-French) imports, 
as all French goods are admitted into French Indo-China 
free of Customs duty.] 


ITALY 


‘“ TEMPORARY IMPORTATION ’’ AND 
“TEMPORARY EXPORTATION ”’ FACILITIES 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) of September 28 con- 
tains a Royal Decree, dated September 21 and in force as 
from September 28, which provides for the ‘‘ temporary im- 
portation ’’ and ‘‘temporary exportation’’ facilities 
indicated below :— ) 

(1) ‘‘Temporary importation’’ facilities are to be 
extended to :— 

Crude glycerine from sub-lixiviation (di sottoliscivia), for 
distillation (minimum quantity 100 kilogs.). Tem- 
porary concession valid for one year. 

Poultry eggs, for the manufacture of alimentary pastes 
(minimum quantity 100 kilogs.). Temporary conces- 
sion valid for one year. 
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ITALY—Continued 

Casein prepared with rennet, for the manufacture f 
galalith, proteolite and the like (minimum quantity 
100 kilogs.). Temporary concession valid for two 
years. 

Knotted yarns of raw agave, for the manufacture of hats 
and of plaiting for hats (minimum quantity 650 
kilogs.). 

Zine in ingots, for the manufacture of zinc wire (mini- 
mum quantity 100 kilogs.). 

Metallic materials, for the manufacture of balls, rollers, 
cavities and strips for bearings (minimum quantity 
100 kilogs.). Temporary concession valid for two 
years, 


Malt, for the manufacture of beer (minimum quantity 100 
kilogs.). Temporary concession valid for one year. 


Emery, artificial corundum and carborundum, not ground, 
for grinding, making into paste, into grains or in- 
corporating into various manufactures (minimum 
quantity 100 kilogs.), Temporary concession valid 
until July 31, 1934. 


Culture pearls, for selecting and mounting. Folding card- 
board boxes, for the outer packing of alimentary 
preserves and cheese (minimum quantity 100 kilogs.). 
Temporary concession valid for one year. 


(2) The total quantity of olive and seed oil that may be 
temporarily imported for the preparation of preserved fish 
has been raised from 2,500 quintals per annum (see the 
“B.T.J.” of June 16, 1932 (page 872) ) to 4,000 quintals 
per annum. 


(3) The ‘‘ temporary importation ’’ of the following com- 


modities already allowed for specified purposes is now 
allowed for other purposes, as indicated :— 


Brass in profiles (profilati) for the manufactures of 
valves for inner tubes for bicycles and motor cycles 
(minimum quantity 100 kilogs.). 

Common iron and steel, rolled hot in bars or rods, raw, 
for the manufacture of spiral springs in polished steel, 
coated with copper or zinc, for furniture or body work 
(minimum quantity 100 kilogs.). 


(4) The ‘‘ temporary export ’’ of tissues of cotton poplin 
type, fancy striped, containing dyed yarns in warp or weft, 
or else striped plain with foundation of plain linen or satin 
or else worked to represent ratiéres or jacquard, iv be 
worked up (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of February 26, 1931 (page 
278) ), has been extended for one year from September 28, 
1933. 


LATVIA 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


H.M. Consul at Riga has forwarded translation of a 
Government Regulation dated August 28, 1933, authorising 
certain modifications: in the import control regulations. 
These modifications are detailed below :— 


A new note (2) to paragraph 1 stipulates that the regula- 
tions for the control of imports shall not be applicable to 
effects saved from shipwrecks. 


Paragraph 3 has been amended to provide for the fixing 
by the Goods Import Regulations Commission of annual 
quotas of goods subject to control. 


A new paragraph (1 (1) ) has been added authorising 
barter transactions within the limits of the import quotas. 
The conditions under which these transactions are to be 
permitted are as follows :— 


1. The value of the goods to be exchanged shall not 
exceed the value of Latvian manufactures to be 
exported abroad. At least 50 per cent. of the value 
of such Latvian manufactures must be attributable 
to Latvian raw materials and labour and only such 
goods will be considered by the Industrial Section of 
the Latvian Trade and Industry Department as 
Latvian manufactures. 


2. Barter transactions shall be permitted only in cases 
where new markets can be secured or old markets 
maintained by such barter. 


3. Barter transactions shall be permitted only between 
the countries directly concerned, i.e., in cases of 
Latvian products exported to countries from which 
goods will be imported. 
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NETHERLANDS 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON FOOTWEAR 
(RENEWAL) 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 13, 
1933 (page 578), regarding restrictions on the importation 
of footwear into the Netherlands, the Commercial Secretary 
to H.M. Legation at The Hague has now forwarded particu- 
lars of a Royal Decree (No. 9 of September 30) which pro- 
longs these restrictions for the period October 1, 1933, to 
Apr ril 30, 1934, inclusive, The quotas allotted for this period, 
which are on the same basis as those hitherto in force (except 
that the scope of group (d) is slightly extended), are 
indicated below :— 

(a) Boots, shoes and slippers, wholly or mainly of leather— 

50 per cent. of the average number of pairs im- 
ported per seven months of the basis years 1929, 
1930 and 1931. 


(b) Boots, shoes and slippers, not wholly or mainly of 
leather or rubber—75 per cent. of the average 
number of pairs imported per seven months of the 
basis years 1929, 1930 and 1931. 


(c) Boots, shoes and slippers, wholly or mainly of rubber 
—100 per cent. of the average number of pairs im- 
ported per seven months of the basis years 1930 and 
1931. 


(d) Finished uppers, stamped-out soles (with or without 
attached heels) and stamped-out heels—100 per 
cent. of the average number of pairs imported per 
seven months of the basis years 1930 and 1931. 


Certificates of origin continue to be required in respect of 
all consignments, other than parcel post consignments not 
destined for the trade. 


IMPORT RESTRICTION ON RAW ANIMAL FATS 
(RENEWAL) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague has forwarded particulars of a Royal Decree (No. 8 
of September 30) which prolongs, until December 31 next, 
the existing restriction on the importation of raw animal 
fats into the Netherlands (see notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
October 20, 1932, page 578.) 

The Decree in question provides that, during the period 
October 1 to December 31, 1933, the importation of raw 
animal fats into the Netherlands from any individual 
country is restricted to 100 per cent. of the average 
quantity imported per three months of the basis years 1929, 
1930 and 1931. 


POLAND 
EXPORT DUTIES ON MEAT AND MEAT 
PRODUCTS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M, Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that a Ministerial Order, dated August 29 and effec- 
tive as from September 15, 1933, revises the item of the 
Polish Customs Tariff relating to export duties on pig meat 
and pig meat products, with the result that other meat and 
meat products are rendered subject to export duties. The 
revised form of the Tariff item in question (No. 258 of the 
1924 Tariff) is reproduced below : —

NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF 


Attention is directed to the fact that the revised Customs 
Tariff established by the Polish Presidential Decree of 
August 23, 1932, comes into operation on October 11. 

The Tariff, which is drawn up on a basis of classification 
quite different from that of the old Tariff, contains two 
columns of duties, the rates of Column I being higher

(generally by about 25 per cent.) than those of Column II. 
The rates applicable to United Kingdom goods are those of 
Column II, subject to modifications made as the result of 
Treaties. In this connection it may be noted that the fixed 
‘conventional ”’ rates of duty on certain goods fixed by 
Agreements with Czechoslovakia lapsed on the date of 
enforcement of the new Tariff, but that the percentage re- 
ductions of duty on certain goods provided for by the agree- 
ment with France will temporarily remain operative, being 
applied, however, to the new Column II rates of duty instead 
of to the former General Tariff rates. 


It is understood that, in order to obtain the benefit of 
Column IT rates (or lower Treaty rates) goods must be accom- 
panied by certificates of origin. 


ROUMANIA 
LUXURY AND TURNOVER TAX ON COTTON 
YARNS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” of May 4, 
1933 (page 706), the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Lega- 
tion at Bucharest reports that, by virtue of a Ministerial 
Decree, as from September 15 cotton yarns in packets 
imported for the Roumanian peasant industries will be 
exempt from payment of the additional tax of lei 4-75 per 
kilogramme imposed on March 31 last. 


Cotton yarns, in packets or wound on tubes, will not be 
exempt from this tax if imported for the use of mechanical 
industries, and importers are required to show on the im- 
port declaration whether the goods are ‘‘ For Industry ”’ or 
‘For Peasant Industries.’’ A penalty will be imposed for 
false declaration. 


SPAIN 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON FRESH FRUIT 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
calls attention to the fact that the prohibition of the im- 
portation into Spain of fresh fruit from the United States 
of America, Canada and New Zealand, which was 
announced in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 2, 1929, is still in force. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 
The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period October 11-20 in respect of import and export duties, 


Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 131-41 per cent. 


[This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques drawn 
on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign banks 
established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, however, 
the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold currency 
cheques. ] 


SWITZERLAND 
FURTHER IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Swiss ‘‘ Zollnachrichten ’’ of September 30 contains 
a Decree and Order, dated September 29 and effective on 
October 4, imposing restrictions on the importation of 
certain additional goods into Switzerland. 

A licence must be obtained from the Department of Public 
Economy for the importation into Switzerland from any 
country of the following goods :— 

Tariff No. 

72 to 75 Edible oils. 

83-4 Live and dead poultry.* 

96 Oleomargarine, edible tallow. 

97 a Margarine, artificial fats, and other butter sub- 
stitutes not elsewhere specified in the Tariff, 
edible fats.

163 a Saltpetre, not purified. 


163 6 Sulphate of ammonia and other crude ammonium 
salts not elsewhere mentioned in the Tariff. 








* A licence has hitherto been required for the import of live 
poultry from any country at the normal rate of duty, and a 
licence has also been required for the import of dead poultry 
at the normal rate of duty when coming from certain countries.

The licence fee in respect of yarn of alpaca, mohair and 
camel hair (Tariff No. 469) which was made subject to 
import restriction on September 18 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of 
September 28, page 438) has been reduced from 5 frs. to 
50 centimes per 100 kilogs. 


IMPORT OF POTATOES RESTRICTED 


A Decree of September 12 provided that the import of 
potatoes (except seed potatoes) into Switzerland was to 
be subject to licence trom the Swiss Alcohol Monopoly. The 
Swiss ‘‘ Zollnachrichten ’’ of September 23 announces that 
only firms who imported such potatoes during 1931 will be 
allowed to import, and licences will be issued to them for 
quantities equal to one-thirtieth of their purchases of Swiss 
grown potatoes, with a minimum of 10,000 kilogs, 


TUNIS 
WHEAT CONTROL: TAX ON SECONDARY 
CEREALS 


H.M. Consul-General at Tunis has forwarded copy of a 
Decree, dated August 23, which lays down measures for the 
organisation and defence of the Tunisian wheat market. 
The Decree fixes the minimum selling prices for wheat 
destined for human consumption to operate during the period 
August 26, 1933, to July 15, 1934. Until September 1 the 
minimum price was 115 francs per 100 kilogs., and it was 
then increased to 118 frs., with provision for subsequent 
increases of 14 frs. per 100 kilogs. each month, 

Provision is also made for a total or partial refund of 
the Customs duty in force at the time of export to be granted 
in respect of native wheat exported either as such or in 
flour or semolina; any refund is preferably to take the form 
of compensation certificates, but these will not be allowed 
to be used for the import of wheat and high-grade flour. 

Varieus measures are also laid down in order to raise 
funds for the execution of the measure, including a tax on 
milling, a Statistical tax of one franc per 100 kilogs. on 
exported hard and soft wheat and a tax of 4 frs. per 100 
kilogs. on rice, secondary cereals (barley, oats, maize, 
sorghum, etc.) and beans imported from countries other 
than French possessions. 

The ‘‘ temporary admission ’’ system (under which goods 
may be imported duty-free for working-up and re-export) is 
suspended for two months in respect of soft wheat, but con- 
signments dispatched direct to Tunis or bought before 
June 15 will be admitted.

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BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1934 
ENCOURAGING SIGNS 


Although the Fair does not open until February 19, the 
Department of Overseas Trade has already received applica- 
tions for practically all of the space occupied by exhibitors 
at Olympia and in the Furniture Section at the White City 
at the last Fair and extra space has been taken by the latter 
section. In a number of trade groups, e.g., chemicals, 
furniture and basketware, and pottery and glassware, ex- 
hibitors have booked more space, five months ahead of the 
opening date, than the total area occupied by all exhibitors 
in those groups at the 1933 Fair. 


EXTENSIONS AT BIRMINGHAM 


In the ‘‘ heavy ”’ industries’ section of the Fair, at Bir- 
mingham, advance beokings of space by exhibitors are so far 
ahead of those last year, or, indeed, of any previous year, 
that the exhibition area is again being enlarged. In 1920, 
when the Birmingham section was inaugurated, the exhibits 
occupied 85,000 square feet. At the 1933 Fair, indoor ex- 
hibits alone occupied 244,362 square feet, while approxi- 
mately 50,000 square feet were devoted to outside exhibits. 
Plans have now been approved having as an ultimate objec- 
tive a permanent Exhibjtion Building at Castle Bromwich 
with a total indoor area of 1,000,000 square feet, of which 
500,000 square feet will be available for exhibits. A 99 
years’ lease of the site has been negotiated. 


Work is now proceeding upon extensions which will add 
at least 55,000 square feet of indoor area in time for the 
1934 Fair, this immediate enlargement being part of the 
larger plan which will be completed gradually. The 
additional space to be provided at Birmingham for the 1934 
Fair will be set aside for the gas, electricity, building and 
engineering groups in which the demand for more space 
is especially pressing. 


TRAVEL CONCESSIONS 


Another welcome sign is that traders in the principal 
Continental countries are manifesting increased interest in 
the Fair. Reflecting this fact, representatives of leading 
Continental railway administrations, in conference with 
representatives of the British railways, recently adopted 
a simplified plan providing for new travel concessions to 
encourage attendance at the Fair by Continental buyers. 
Notably, for the first time in the history of the Fair, the 
French railway administrations have agreed to through 
booking facilities at reduced rates for visitors travelling 
from or through France. Austrian, Belgian, Dutch, French, 
German and Swiss railway administrations have agreed to 
issue through return tickets to London and/or Birmingham 
at reduced rates varying from 25 per cent. to 334 per cent. 


Within the last two vears there has been a marked in- 
crease in European travel concessions in connection with 
the B.I.F. International collaboration, which is now being 
extended, in simplifying and standardising the conces- 
sions will greatly facilitate the convenience of overseas 
visitors. The readiness of the Continental railways admini- 
strations to co-operate to this end is itself a testimony to 
the growing importance of the Fair in the eves of overseas’ 
buyers. 


ADMISSION CHARGE 


In 1933, for the first time, buyers visiting the London 
sections were charged 2s. for admission: in previous years 
admission had been free. Buyers were admitted to the 
Birmingham Section of the last Fair, as formerly, without 
charge, but the public admission charge was increased. 


At the 1934 Fair the buyers’ admission charge will be 
continued in London and introduced at Birmingham. Upon 
payment of 2s. buyers will receive a badge. This will admit 
them, as frequently as they wish, to both the London and 
Birmingham Sections throughout the period of the Fair. 


The charge emphasises the essentially business-like charac- 
ter of the B.I.F. In the considered opinion of the Birming- 
ham Fair Management Committee, it will probably reduce 
the number of general attendances at Birmingham, as it did

in 1933 at London. It is felt that it will not reduce attend- 
ances by bona-fide trade buyers. It will help them by pre- 
venting overcrowding and waste of time which are inevit- 
able when exhibitors are occupied in explaining exhibits to 
sightseers, as distinct from buyers. 


VALUE TO BUYERS 


The Fair has proved of immense value to trade buyers, 
and especially to those who come to it from overseas coun- 
tries. It saves their time and it keeps their knowledge of 
the latest industrial developments up-to-date. Under one 
roof the buyer can see and compare the respective merits of 
a range of products which it would take weeks of travelling 
to see and discuss if he were compelled to call upon pro- 
ducers at their own works and offices. The very latest 
designs and products of British industry are always con- 
spicuous features of the Fair. Indeed, the Fair stimulates 
the development of new and improved products, for ex- 
hibitors in all the trade groups vie with one another in 
efforts to show special features at the Fair ‘‘ for the first 
time. 


Again, the Fair is expressly organised with a view to sav- 
ing the buyer’s time both by convenient arrangement of the 
exhibits and by putting him in immediate touch at first 
hand with the actual manufacturers of them, or the sole 
agents for them. Exhibits cannot be shown by anyone else.

British Standard Lead Traps. 


A most interesting specification, B.S. Specification No. 
505-1933, Drawn Lead Traps, has just been issued by the 
British Standards Institution. 

The new Standard, which provides for traps for use with 
baths, lavatory basins, sinks and bidets, etc., fufils a long- 
felt want. British manufacturers whose practice it has been 
to produce traps in accordance with the requirements of the 
various local authorities have suffered in the past owing to 
the importation of inferior foreign traps which were neither of 
the same weight nor measurement and with sometimes very 
little water-seal. This has emphasised the necessity for stan- 
dardisation on a national scale, and the adoption of the British 
Standard Specification should have the favourable effect of 
placing competition on an equitable basis.

The B.S. Specification will be welcomed by sanitary en- 
gineers, plumbers and all responsible for building work, and 
should prove most helpful to the trade generally.

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener- 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 

When making application for information enquiries should 
clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 


(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought.
